Clay County, Mo., Feb.y. 27, 1834. 

Dear Brethren, the times are 90 big with 
events, and the anxiety of every body 80 great 
to wateh them, that I feel somewhat impressed 
to write oftener than I have dene, in order to 
give you more of the “strange. acts,” of this 
region. I have just returned from Indepen- 
dence, the seat of war in the west. About adoz- 
en of our brethren among whom were Bishop 
Partridge, Elder Cotrill and myself, were sub- 
ponaed in behalf of the state; and on : he 23rd 
of February, abont twelve o’clock, we were on 
the bank oppesite Evereti’s Ferry, where we 
found Captain Athchison’s company of “Lib- 
‘erty Blues” near fifty rank and file, ready to 
guard us into Jackson county.. The soldiers 
were well armed with United States’ muskets, 
bayonets fixed, and to me scene was 

}*‘passiag strange,” and long be remembered; 
pa martial law in force to guard the eivil— 
About twenty-five men crossed over to a 
landing in safety, and When they game near 
the warehouse, they fired ix or sight guns. 
though the enemy had not e to witness 
the landing. 

After we were all and waiting for the 
beggage wagon, it wes thought mast adyissble 
toencamp in the woods, and the witnesses 
with half the company, marched néatly s mile 
towards Independence, to build sight firés, xe 
we were without tents, and the weather cok?
